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KABTUTTUK was bonvln 1916 in Lvov. Hla father’s nan# is Hrihoryand his 
nether 'a name is Karla *p Hla father came from the village of ICutl, Zolochlvskly 
povlt 9 Ternopol oblast, and wna a gymaoiua German language teacher* He taught 
Geraan In a school In Lvov located on Lva Saplhletr* No. 43 and also at a private 
seminary oporatod by Baaillan nuns where he taught both In the gymaslum arid the 
teacher's seninary. 


The KARTUm* family had ite own private home on ZaaaratlnlvBkiystr. Ho* 53 
(?), Lvov. The entj.ro family consisted of the following Father Hri hory , mother 
Haris, sister Olgnfuho married the mechanical engineer ffmiJ^TUITARIVSKIT , deter 
Anna^and BORDAK* ! 

Bohdan completed grade echool (People's school named HRINCHUnrO) in Lvov and 
in 1925 he enrolled in the gynmaslum Lva Saplhl Ho. 43 -here hie father taught 
German. He wua one of the brightest students In hla clans and eaoh year hie marks 
showed hla to be "outstanding". His best subject a were chads try and the German 
language. He bad an ununual talent for chemistry and his German was excellent 
ho cause of his father. His father was very much concerned about Bohdan ' 9 bohavior 
since Bohdan waa very indepdndent ir. his ways, was very active and liked to play 
tricks on others and cany 00 like a modern "H>ck and Rail" fanatic. Kao/ other 
students complained to Bohdan* s father about his behavior. To keop him la line, 
his father often forbid him to leave the house after school hours, and withdrew 
his allowance* All this did obt atop Bohdan. 

In 1930 Bohdan joined the CUN Youth organization which prepared the young for 
later membership in the OUN. In 1928 Bohdan joined the organisation "Plast" which 
wae then under the influence of the Ukrainian Nationalists and specifically or- 
ganised by the UVO (Ukrainian Military Organisation.). 
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In connection with the Polish celebration of Its Constitution on 3 Kay, the 
4th Claes of the gyunaulum which Bohdan attended engaged In a mass anti-Polish 
demonstration and ono of the teachers who was to have delivered a speech was 
showered with rotten eggs. Stink bomba wrre thrown* etc. As a result of this 
demonstration, the echool authorities disrate e*d. or expelled the entire 4th class. 

Included in this dismissal were Oleksandet^HATLA, Daayarf KORDUBA* Taros^TSAL7UK, 

Bohdan and others. This ended their schooling in Polish run school. In 1930 the f 

Polish police in Lvov and other Western Ukrainian areas arrested many young students 
for demonstrations as a result of titich they too vers forbidden to attend school. ' ; 

la order to provide fa cilit ies for a higher education for these expelled students* | 

/ Metropolitan'. AndriyTpHKPTITSKIt, taking advantage of an agreement between the 
vPolieh government and the Vatican which provided for the establishment of privato > 

Catholic schools in Poland, founded, in the fall of 1931* the "Greek Catholic minor 
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Seminary" in Lvov do Sikatuakiy Str. Ho* 39 which also included dorsdtorlos* The 
first enrollment amounted to 350 students, mostly those expelled ffon state schools* 
There were rany also who had boen released from Polish prisons* In the;>H of 

• 1930 Bchdan MAHTINTUr also enrolled in this school, filer . q with his friend, 01 ek- 
saner HA7IA, Dan^&n KORDUBA, Taros HUTSALTUK, Yssll^CIOIHIMDVICH (who ease from 
Ternopol) and Kikhailo'tfCORZNAN and others* 

Although the Folish authorities were unhappy with the found! ng of the school 
- — (since they wanted to dany all anti-Toliofc residents en education), there was 

nothing they could do because of the agreement with Rome* Even though the school 
was a bona fide secondary school, one draw back of attending it was that even after 
passing a comprehensive examination, necessary for college matriculation, no 
Polish Ikiiveraity would accept its graduates. The. only college the graduates of 
this school could go to was the BohoslovaVdy Ak&deny in Lvov or to a college 
abroad where their credits wore recognised and accepted* However, there wee one 
way a graduate of the Seminary could be admitted to a Polish University - if a 
student was Judged to be only a minor offender against tho Polish regime and had 
not serrod a prloon sentence, he could take a special school examination given by 

• the Polish school authorities, which, if he fussed, he received a special diploma 
which then permitted him to enroll in a college. The catch was, though, that the 
examination was quite difficult so that only the most outstanding students ever 
passed it* Bohd&i did (puss) and enrol lod In the Lvov Folytechnlcal Institute 

to major In chemistry* This was in 1934* 

During his entire pre-college days (from 1930-1933) Bohdan belonged to the 
youth group of the OUN where he was assigned to Section 2 - the intelligence 
section of the OUN Youth group. As early as this period, Bohdan showed signs 
of being a good sleuth. Knowing tho German language as wo 11 as he knew Ukrainian, 
he would order Genian books on intelligence from Dsnaig and Germany (there were 
few books in Polleh on the subject) which he studied fervently. One could say 
about him then that he was a born "roavidchil;" who learn od his trade from German 
sources* He was so obeossed with learning all he could about Intelligence that 
as an amateur In tho business he would often frequent areas of Lvov inhabited by 
criminal elements In order to observe and learn theLr ways and even to conduct ' 
private investigation. In short, he acted like a private detective* It must be. 
admitted that he did have quits a bit of success in these ventures at that time* 

It is very poaolble that tho Polish polio# became interested In Bohdan during this 
period (1934-35)* Moro about this later* 


When in 1934, following the PITIACKI affair, the entire OUN Erecutlve body 

t arreoted by the Polish police (those arrested Included Stepa yBAKPHl A . Yaroslav 
SKO, Bohdan)(PIDHAlNlY, ^nTKAIXUTS, KikolaHLEBED, Kikole/KLSflrSON, Volodindr 
V and other's) , Dr, Lev/hEDET received orders to establish a new Krai Executive/ 
This was not an easy task for qualified pooplo were rare and those who were 
considered for the positions were well known to the Police and under surveillance* 
After much delay and deliberation, a new Executive was formed which consisted of 
the following i

Since Dr, Lev RESET and Oleksa HA3BJ woro under constant surveillance and 
therefore rarely caw to Lvov from 5triy whore they lived, contact with then 
was maintained by BEfUN, KCRZHAN and PJVAK whilo the rest of the KE remained in 
Lvov doing their assigned work for the OUK, 

Because of the lesson learned from the arrest of tho original Executive, 
it was decided that the Intelligence referent of the Xi'al Executive, Bohdan 
MARTUTTUK, would not participate in aeotlrye of the Executive but instead would 
discuss business with each member individually* This decision was based on the 
fact that Giitf’ASIKOVSKIT, intelligence reforent for tho original Executive 
headed by Stepan RANDESA, when arrested by the Polish police, brok and revealed 
all the secrete of the KB and led to the arrest of other EE menbers. In other 
words, he knew too much* Thus, to avoid a repetition of this, Bohdan did not 
take part In KE meetings, Itostly, he met the following on an individual basis i 
BIHUii, K03 and K0R5WAX, In this way, many me inborn of the KE did not know who 
was the intelligence referent although certainly they could easily guess. It 
should be pointed out that Bohdan himself auggosted to REBET the system of coio- 
part mentation for security reasons. 

The new K5 began its activities at & very difficult time. The arrest of 
EAI.T3ERA et al of the original KE and other members of the OUR tied avery depressive 
and negative effect on tho general OUR ramiJwaldp, Tho Polish security police 
and other Polish government officials announced via press and radio that finally 
the;*' managed to liquidate all remnants of the OUR in Galicia, Veil, not only did 
the Poles bellevo this but aloo many Ukrainians as well* Ukrainian underground 
literature ceased to be printed, leaflets were no longer distributed and even 
literature from abroad no lender arrived (foreign underground Utorature ouch as 
•'Reconstruction of a Nation" ( Rotbudov* MatejJt ), Ukrainian Thougtt. ( Ukralnska 
Parka ), Surra and others. Thus for & long time, the CUN was very inactive. This 
was quite understandable for everything hod to be started from scratch# Now 
preaces bad to be procured, typewriters purchased and literature Imported from 
Ruixania, C z echo Slovakia and Germany, Hie new Krai Executive had Its problems. 

For example the New KB attempted to contact OUN leaders in each of the 10 oblasts 
of the Western Ukraine and it was found that rany OUN members decided not to 
subordinate themselves to the new KB but instead to tit in wit.b the PUN located 
abroad. This new element was headed by Osip KOPACH, a person suspected of being 
a collaborator of the Polish politicals police, KOTACH managed to recruit many 
OUN people to hie side Including Karla (koVALTUK , Kikhailo*, DMITERKO, Suoy* 
CkoVAITUK, StephanijfKOROZ (wife of ToroslavfnCRCZ) and »aany others* This new 
group affirmed that it managed to contact PUN abroad and received from PUN 
Instructions to establish a Krai Executive, Of eourse, this vaa not true for 
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Dr* Lot REBET, who actually vu In contact with the PUN, had information to tho 
contrary* Anr^folEK’^SKlT, representative of PCJI who arrived illegally in Lw 
* in 1934 from Prague, also assured all concerned that PUN dd not delegate any 
authority to KOPACH, Maria KOVALTUK or to any others for the creation of an 
Executive body* It wae quite obvious that what KOPACH was doing was a provocation* 
Hie following deductions were drawn showing that be was a Polish agent t 

a) the Polish police knew, even with the arrest of BANDERA and other 
members of the KB, that the CUN was still functioning* 

b) His Polish police knew that ties with the POf were broken and that It 
would be difficult to renew then* 

c) The Polish police instructed Its agent KOPACH to create a new KB In 
order to put the finger on other OUJI twnbere and in this way liquidate theta* 

d) In order to make KOPAClPe activities look legitimate he was instructed 
to affiliate himself with bonafidc OUN members such as Marla KOVALTUK, Kikhailo 
DKlTOttO, etc* 

In any case, Bohdan MARTINTUK wae ordered by tbo KB to investigate KOPACn 
and hie connections vlth the Polish police and to determine all contacts maintained 
by the KOFACH group and its net throughout the Western Ukraine. He was to report 
his findings to Hikola KOS* Bohdan began this by assigning threo of his people 
to Join the KPPACK group who then reported daily activity to Bohdan* In two 
months after undertaking this assignment, Bohdan eucrdtted his findings to Mikola 
KOS In >Meh he reported the following: 

a) Ostp^KGPACH actually was in contest with tho Polish Political police end 
especially with commissar of police (fnu)fHIFNIT (a renegade Ukrainian) who lived 
on Batory str. No* 23* 

b) Karla KCVAITUK and lUkhailo ElITERKC were dupes of KUPACH and Ad not 
know he maintained contact with the Polish police* 

c) Oalp KGPACH had succeeded in taking over a large percentage of the OUN 
membership, especially in and around Lvov* 

In the latter part of Kay or early June 1?3A the KE (legitimate one) held a 
meeting in Lvov with the following members attending? )3X0LA BIHUM, Mikola K03, 
Vasil RIVAK, Tull an BONBAJUHt, Sofia M0IS2I07ICH and Kikhailo KOHZHAN, At this 
meeting Bohdan MAKTINTUX's report was presented and it was decided to instruct 
Karla’ KOVALTUK and Kikhailo DKIT121K0 to sever relationship with KGPACH and to 
subordinate themselves to the real KB along with their followers* It was further 
decided (by secret ballot) that KQPACH was to be liquidated for being a Polish 
agent* Regarding KOVALTUK and DMITERKO, it was agreed that in the event those 
two rejected the EE dedal on they too were to be sentenced to death by the OUN. 
Mikola KOS was delegated to transmit the KE instructions to KUfiitKO and KOVALTUK*

Approximately a week aftor this session of the KE PC 03 reported that ha bad 
spoken with EKIT2K0 and KOVALIUK at which tine he informed them of the ICE 
decision. Nevertheleco, they both rejected the KB offer and refused to break 
with KQPACH* In view of this rofusal, their liquidation was the next nova* 

The liquidation was to be carried out by Dohrtan KARTIKHIK who was a ssign ed 
three goons for the Job by Mikola K03. One of the goons, one Mikhallo CERETA 
of Bereshan, happened to run into KGPACH and Karla KOVAXTUK on tho street in Lvov 
an d sho t the* both. Several weeks after this, goon Andrljr KACHOR met KUchailo 
K-HTEHKO on the street and shot him* In a very effort while after those shootings, 
all members of the OOK subordinated themselves to t&o KE. MARTCHTURta work was 
well done and no one was arrested as a result of it. However, as usual in this 
sort of thing, this event had its weak link. Gocn Kikhailo/CERETA, while reporting 
to MARTBJTUK after the shooting, accidentally, shot himself in the foot. The., 
wound was so severe that an operation was called for Immediately. Since it was 
too risky to send hl» to the hospital, it was decided to care for him privately* 
Mikhallo KORZHAN, who maintained contact with Dr. Karla^PAJJCHISITN, was requested 
to solicit her aid in performing the operation on CEREXA. PAHCITISKin perfomod 
the operation and then ordered GERETA to bod for several months. MARTTKTUK then 
transported GTRETA to a safohouse to recuperate. I should like to point out here 

that Bohdan MARTIKTUK, as dilef of Intelligence, as veil as a student at the Lvov 

Fulytechnical Institute, wee Instructed to procure potassium of cyanide for his 
goons who wore ordered to take the stuff if caught by tho police. XARTINTUK. 
obtained the potassium and had tried it out on soveral dogs with excellent results* 

Approximately three week# afi-ir QERETA accidentally shot himself, HARTIMTK 
informed K03 that it was neceaiiory to find a new sofehouso for GERETA, A new house 
was located and MARTINYUK undertook the transfer cf GEIETA* Several weeks after 

moving into tho now house the Poll ah police arrived and arrested GERETA. At the 

first opportunity he had,' GERETA swallowed MARTIIfTtJK , s potassium concoction 
but failed to die as expected. He was taken to a prison in Lvov where ho remained 
three menttae and hwere he gave a full confession to tho police. Then he died* 

Rev, (fnuJfKLADOCKNIT, prison chaplln, affirmed that GSRETA turned completely 
black before hie death. It is not known what all he told the Polish police. 

It is not known whether Bohdan KARTTNTUK was instrumental in GERETA*s arrest 
(that he helped the police). However, the fact remains that hie potassium of 
cyanide did not kill GERETA although it should have within eoveral minutes. 

Following tills event, many were suspicious of Do! id an MARTIKTUK oven though 
proof of his guilt was lacking. In any case, on instructions of Hi kola BIHUN, 
all contacts with Bohdan MARTIKTUK wore ordered to cease. 

In 193$ # approximately two years aftor the above episode, all members of 
n wars arrested except Tuliyan BOflDAKTVK, Sofia ISDISEXOVICH, Bohdan MARTIKTUK 
and Mikola BIHUN. Those arrested were sentenced to from 12 to 15 years. During 
the investigation, inquiries were made about the death of KGPACH, KOVAUUK and 
EKITERKO* Sines there was no proof that these members of the KB participated 
In these dee the no chargee were made in this respect* 
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Bohdan KART3XY UX continued his studies at the Polytechnics! Institute and 
shortly before the Bolshevik occupation of the Western Ukraine received his 
diploma as cheat cal engineer. 

During the first Bolshevik occupation of the Western Ukraine, Bohdan HiTTIKTUlC 
remained in Lvov where he worked in some cheodeal plant* 

When in 1944 the Bolsheviks again approached Lvov, Bohdan KAOTXTUK departed 
for Vienna there in May 1945 the Bolsheviks again caught up with him* Ha 
immediately registered himself as a Polish citioen aud received a Polish pasport* 

He tnade contact with the USIA (Director of 3cvist Property lh Austria) and obtainod 
a position in an oil refinery in Vienna or near Vienna* 

I first learned of hie presence in Vienna in 1946 from his brother-in-law 
Engineer (fhu) RAlTARIVoXIT who live d wi th his wife and children in the village of 
Zell aa Zee near Salsburg* RAITASIYSPXT often visit nd Vienna where he met with . 
Bohdan* I am not certain but X think RAITARIVSKH in now either in the USA or 
Canada* 

In early 1947 1 net RAITAIHVaciT in Salsburg in the DP ramp "Lechsenfeld" 
and he told me then that he came to Salzburg to see Bohdan KAETDI7UC who was 
supposed to meet him there* That same day Bohdan KAKTEfTUK arrived on schedule in 
an auto driven by an unknown chauffer in civilian clothes* 

I sot him in front of the "Ukrainian Aid Committee" office and after amenities, 
asked Ilia where he lived, where he Worked, etc* Bohdan imodiately warned me not 
to talk with him too long for ho was accompanied by a chauffeur* He said, "Tho 
chauffeur is an officer of the N7CGB in Vienna"* Hearing this, I turned and saw 
the chauffeur etmding nearby* Naturally, I thought of getting out of there ao 
soon as possible* Finally, X uaid to Bohdan M., "Bohdan, go into the Committoe 
office* There are two exits from the place* Here io your chanco to get lost*" 

He answered, "You must bo crany. Do you vmt me to give up ny wonderful oltuatioh? 

I am not afraid of the Bolsheviks* 1 liave no butter on sy hoad as you (moaning , 

X v a not on the wanted list) and other emigrants have. Furthermore, I am a Polish 
citizen and the Bolsheviks have no Jurisdiction over me* I only work for there in 
their factory as a specialist* Thank you for your advice but I won't take advantage 
of it* Good day," In parting, I said to him, "Bohdan, perhaps you have more 
butter on your head than I do* Nevertheless, you are a grown man and know what 
is best for you* I only wonted to help you*" 

After I left him I noticed that he had a long conversation with his brother- 
in-law RAITAJUVaOT. I never discussed Bohdan with RAITARIV3IIT following this 
meeting with Bohdan* 


This Is as much as I know about Bohdan MARTINTUK*

There is no doubt in my ftdnd that when Bohdan K* chose to remain In Vienna 
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and obtained hi* position via the USIA, the Bolsheviks knew all there was to 
know about hi a. They must certainly have known hie OUX past and of his position in 
the EE as intelligence referent. If they knew all this, then they bust have had 
a pretty good reason to keep him in his present poet* 

In ay opinion, Bohdan M. was either a Bolshevik agent in Lvov during the 
first Bolshevik occupation of the Western Ukraine - where he helped carry out 
anti-nationalist liquidation - and remained to spy on the Cerjnr.s after the 
Bolsheviks loft, or the Bolsheviks recruited him in Vienna to work against the 
Austrians (he knows Carman perfectly) and the Ukrainians* His Polish citizenship 
was only cover for coneplritorlal work* 

As an experienced intelligence operative, Bohdan did not blow hi a cover In 
Vienna under the Bolsheviks, Nowhere ia he tailed about - nothing about bin has 
ever been said by tho 5B, by the Ukrainians in Austria'or in Germany, Perhaps 
he only guided the work of others and himself remained in tbabickground. If 
this theory is correct, then It must bd assumed that be was left behind in Vienna 
by the Bolsheviks to carry on his work. It would bs interesting to look him up 
and find out what he ia doing* I plan to do just this on ay forthcoming trip to 
Austria* s '
